the neighbourhood the more es- 
tranged the people are from 
knowledge. They have been 
systematically taught that they 
can do nothing ; only an 'expert' 
can do it. Success is impossible 
with this lack of independence." 

Hess attributes this"" weak- 
ness to the currently universal 
attitude of "letting someone 
else do the work. There is no 
feeling of participation, no 
power in the individual. Re- 
sponsibility is the essence of 
libertarian philosophy J' 

Hess believes the attitude 
results from exploitation of the 
society by the state, with the 
strongest effect being on the 
middle class whom he des- 
cribes as living in a third world. 
"They have no politics, econ- 
omy or technology that they can 
call their own. By consenting to 
work for faceless executives 
and paying taxes to a govern- 
ment they never really see, they 
contribute to a monopoly of 
power. This is what the state 
runs on." 

Hess further criticizes the 
state for its major role in 
impeding technological ad- 
vancement in the Interest of 
profit. "They are so bound up 
with bookkeeping, they can't 
afford to change." He linked the 
state with corporate enter- 
prises, adding that neither 
"organizes anything essential 
to freedom— instead they con- 
trol it. The noblest pursuit of the 
human race is to perceive the 
natural world— an interest in- 
dependent of organization."

"People can' run their own 
lives without any governing 
power, if society would be 
designed to allow it," declared 
Karl Hess, a former arch-con- 
servative speechwrlter for Barry 
Goldwater and Richard Nixon, 
turned tax-resisting anarchist. 
Hess, -who calls himself a 
"libertarian" spoke at McGill 
last night about the means by 
which neighbourhoods can 
regain their self-sufficiency. 

Using examples from pro- 
jects he Inspired In a Washing- 
ton DC ghetto, Hess described 
ways to detach the neighbour- 
hoods from various public 
systems including sewage, 
power and food. "We must 
break this terrible cycle of 
dependence," he said. "Neigh- 
borhoods are a source of great 
political power; it is to them 
that the world is falling". 

To organize "Independent" 
neighbourhoods, he began to 
study areas of technological 
and practical Interest. Among 
these areas are the recyclng of 
existing neighbourhood re- 
sources using natural sources 
such as solar energy for power, 
and settling the food problem. 
Suggested solutions to this last 
and mo6t pressing problem 
were basement fisheries, roof- 
top greenhouses, and "hydro- 
ponic farming". 

The neighbourhood project 
failed, according to Hess, 
because of a basic cultural 
weakness. 

"The people still feel there 
have to be leaders, especially in 
a poor community. The poorer 



Stalling " over observer 



challenged by students

A group of students, infuria- 
ted by what they describe as 
"stalling" oh the part of the Stu- 
dents' Society Trustee, G.S. 
Klngdon, are planning a meet- 
ing Thursday to discuss the 
Issue of student participation in 
student affairs. 

According to the students, 
who are members of various 
clubs and societies, Kingdon is 
deliberately trying to exclude 
students from decisions and 
information about the use of 
their money and their organiza- 
tion. Student participation 
since the establishment of the 
trusteeship in September has 
been negligible, according to 
the group. Kingdon's guiding, 
philosophy has been that he's 
"not running a democracy." 
However, the students feel that 
the spirit of University Senate's 
trusteeship motion called for 
democratic caretakership, re- 
sulting In- student involvement 
for the time when student-run 
structures are re-established. 

"Kingdon has continually 
sought to obstruct demands for 
further involvement in the 
Advisory Policy Committee," 
claims Terry Rled . of Film 
Society. "First a request 
expanding this key committee 
was denied by framing the 
decision as a choice between 
three elected representatives 
and a more direct .kind of 
representation. Now, 1 more 
than a montfi later, his sudden 
uncertainty over the form of 
this direct representation 
threatens to delay the issue

until after November 5, when 
budgets have all been dealt 
with." 

Discussion during the last 
month's meetings repeatedly 
focussed on getting the trus- 
teeship to allow free student 
observation at the weekly 
Advisory Board meetings. The 
Committee Is now involved In 
handling the budgets of the 
various student activity groups 
— sludents are only told of the 
outcome of these crucial 
meetings at weekly "informa- 
tion meetings." 

The students claim that even 
the small weekly "information 
meetings," the only form of 
student participation at pre- 
sent, are being handled in such 
a way as to preclude any 
interest. They charge that the- 
meetings are held late in the 
week, with uncertain times, 
and with little or no advance 
publicity. The meetings them- 
selves, they claim, "are domi- 
nated by' Kingdon who pos- 
sesses all the information, 
disseminating it as he sees fit. 

The other source of dis- 
content has been over the 
student presently sitting on the 
Advisory Committee. The stu- 
dent, Roger Robillard, was 
appointed by the Senate to the 
Committee on the recommen- 
dation of an ad hoc group of 
which he was a part. 

Moreover, according to Tom 
Reid of Radio McGill and a 
former member of the Interim 
Polie y Committee (IPC) which 
Robillard chaired, Robillard 
acted in direct contradiction to 
the wishesof IPC by agreeing 
to the establishment of the 



Teaching union to 
take legal action

Accusing the University Ad- 
ministration of refusing to 
negotiate, tne teachers' union 

(SPUQ) of, UQAM has decided 
to launch immediate legal 
action against the administra- 
tion. 

The general strike, which 
began on October 18 because 
of the teachers' discord with 
the pending reforms of Univer- 
sity President Robert Despres, 
has caused a complete shut- 
down of the university. 

According to student presi- 
dent, Michael Maheu, "Despres 
wants to take power away from 



teachers, students, and em- 
ployees ana concentrate it in 
the Administration." 

Maheu revealed that the 
Administration has been send- 
ing letters to the University's 
employees' homes, threatening 

to cut their salaries if they did 
not immediately return to work. 

In response to administrative 
threats, employees have de- 
cided to continue giving full 
support to the strike until next 
Tuesday. Maheu could not 
predict how lonq- the strike 
would last, bur*- re-affirmed 
students' unconditional sup- 
port no matter how long. 



trusteeship. "Robillard," they 
claim, "has really shown his 
trustworthiness as a spokesper- 
son for the student body." 

Kingdon has also been 
inconsistent with respects to 
club % financings, the club 
representatives charge. When 
questioned by the Daily some 
time ago on a reported 
statement of Comptroller Sadie 
Hempey concerning a require- 
ment for clubs to break even, 
Kingdon said this should only 
be "attempted." The Dally 
reporter who attended the 
meeting felt the participants 
agreed that, although a belt- 
tightening was necessary, 
"clubs and societies and the 
student body generally should 
not be penalized for the 
indiscretions of the past year's 
Executive." 

However, yesterday's Dally 
quotes Kingdon as saying "My 
aim Is very clear.. .a break-even 
budget" and, although he 
conceded some functional 
groups necessarily operate at a 
loss, "he was not budgetting 
tor a deficit." According to one 
Player's Theatre representative, 
Kingdon said he expected "a lot 
of people to be screaming" 
when budget cuts are released. 

The clubs feel Kingdon is 
attempting 'to play them off 
against one another. "The 
Daily;" according to one stud- 
ent, "Is being set up as an 
example of a group eating into 
our share of the funding pie. He 
hopes to pit us against each 
other and he'll come out 
clean.".
